THE POWER OF KINGS. 


In the September number of the “Empire 
Review” Mr. Edward Dicey points out that 
the Friedrichshof interview illustrates a change 
in Eurupean public opinion, which can hardly 
have failed to attract the notice of all thought- 
ful students of European politics. Rather 
more than half a centary ago, he says, consti 
tutional government under parliamentary in- 
stitution was regarded as a sort of panacea 
for all mundane evils, and as a corollary to 
this belief monarchies were denounced as 
effete institutions, only to be tolerated by 
thinking beings on condition of the monarchs 
becoming mere figure-heads of the sovereign 
people, “What I wish to show is that the 
belief in the carly disappearance of mo- 
narchies, and the reduction of monarchs to a 
subordinate position, has been absolutely fal 
sified by the events of the last half century, 
Kings are not only ds numerous as ever 
in this old world of Europe but they are 
individually more powerful. The _politi- 
cians of the Bright and Cobden era were 
right in supposing that before the nine- 
teenth century had passed away the demo- 
cracy would have come to the front; they 
«ere wrong in assuming that the democracy 
woald necessarily become more and more

In England, in Germany, in Belgium, in 
Holland, in Spain, in Portugal, in Italy, in 
Austria, in Sweden and Norway,in Roumania, 
and even in the Balkan States the reigning 
sovereign holds a personal influence and author- 
ity superior to that of his ministers or his 
parliaments, Russia and Turkey are both One 
Man Governments. But no one conversant 
with either of these two countries can doubt 
that the Sultan, Abdul Hamid, is regarded 
by his people as the vice-regent of God on 
earth; and that the Czar, Nicholas II., how- 
ever uncertain his tenure of power may te, 
is still the most effective—or at any rate the 
least ineffective—personality in the Sclav 
Empire. The case of France seems at first 
sight an exception to the general reaction in 
favour of monarchical as against republican 
rule, Somehow it has become the fashion in 
England, especially since the entente cordiale, 
to assume as as article of faith that under 
the Third Republic, France has closed the 
era of revolutions. I doubt, however, whether

A FATAL FALL. 


SAPPER KILLER AT RAS-EL-TIN. 


Sapper Thomas Dixon, RE, of Rasel-Tiv, 
was killed early yesterday morning by a fill 
from the oliff below the British military hos- 
pital. According to the evidence prodaced at 
the inqnest, Dixon, who belonged to “D” 
block, was s'eoping tho night inthe R.A.M.C. 
barrack room, and between one and two o'clock 
yesterday morning, had rieen and gone outside 
the building, and had, while at the edge of the 
cliff, lovt bis bilance and rolled down the 
slope, falling a perpendicular height of fifteen 
feet, head foremost, on to the rocks below. 

Tho accident is oarily explained by the 
natore of the ground. An tnprotected road- 
way shirts the wall of the bespital on the 
northern side, the rampart having fret a stoop 
s'ope of fit'een fost at an angle of 56°, and then 
asheer drop to the sandstone rcck below cf 
another fifteén feet. Sspper Dixon bad reached 
the edge, and slipping backwarda off s wooden 
border at the top of the slope, bad rolled down 
jits agroove and « gap in the slope showing 

the direction of his fatal dercent. 

Dixon was first missed the next morning, 
wher Block “D” wired to orqnire ‘or him, 
whereopon » sesrch was made, and the body 
was found, buddied ap, on the rocks.

EGYPT AND THE BIBLE. 


PROF. PETRIE ON HIGHER CRITICISM. 


An important feature of the Church Con- 
gress recently held at Barrow was the discus- 
sion.on the literary and historical criticiem of 
the Old and New Testaments, and Professor 
Flinders Petrio's paper dealing with the Bible 
and the evidence of the insoriptions, 

Professor Petrie began with the latest period, 
and went back to the ages which were more 
remote and obscure. The curious settlement of 
the Jews in Bgypt in conseqnence of the perse- 
ont of Antioohos Bpiphaper, and the 
building of a temple there by the high priest 
Oniss IV., had long been » matter of historical 
debate. This year the site of the town had 
been found, at Tell el Yehodiyeb, 20 miles 
north of Cairo ; and the foundation of the 
temple there showed that it was aboot ha'f 
the sizs of Solomon's ‘Temple, a span for 
each oubit of the older dimensions.

How, ther, were we to under- 
stand the records of the Judges 1 It would be 
found that no jodge was stated to have roled 
over more than one of the three great divi- 
sions—the north, the east of Jordan, and 
the weet—and no bead of “All Israel” was 
mentioned till the time of Saul, On adding 
the periods stated for the history of each 
division, we find 118 years for the north, 129 
years for the east, and 121 yoars for the west,. 
practically identical times. It seemed, then, 
that there were in the book cf Jadges the 
records of the three several divisions of the 
Iand, taken in irregolar rotation. From the 
begioning of the reign of Rehoboam in 937 
BC, wo bave Solomon 977, David 1017, and 
Ssol beginning about 1:30 Bo, This placed 
the beginning of jadge hips about 1150 Bc. 
and left 25.years (with » margin of ten years 
more or less) for the slow conquest of Canaan. 
The number of generations in two priestly 
geneslogies sgreed also to this shorter reckon- 
ing. We conclade, then, that the book of 
Judges was a triple record in contemporaneous 
sections. Before this age was the great insorip- 
tion of Merenptab, stating that “the people of 
Isragl in Inid Viste, their crops are not,” in the 
coorse of a war in Palestine aboot 1230 Bo. 
This pointed to Ieraclites having remained in 
Palestine, or retarned thera before the general 
Bxodas ; and in sny case it proved thata 
“people of Israei” were known as early as 1230 
go. Another resnlt in Siri had been finding « 
groap of icsoriptions in a script which was 
neither Egyptian nort Babylonian, bat which 
was moat akin to Pbéenician. The external 
evidence pointed to these having been cat by 
native Semitic workmen, at aboot three centu- 
ries before the Bxodar. That ths Semitic peo- 
ples shoold have had a rhare in the collections 
of signs, which were commonly used around 
the Mediterranean thousands of years before 
this time, was only to be expected ; bat it was 
satisfactory to have some examples of such 
writing before the Pheaician of the tenth 
tary, B.0.A third result from Sinai was the 
w of Semitic worship there, inclading barnt 
offerings on the high place, incense altars, an 
elaborate system of ablations inside the temple, 
snd dreaming chathbers with Bothel-stones, 
All of these elements of the Jewish system were 
thos the common heritage of Semites before 
the Mossio reformation. Lastly, the civilizetion 
and history of the shepherd kings or Hyksos 
had been partly bronght to light trom recent 
work at Tell el Yehodiyeh. The general result

We 
adhere in Egypt to a system of measorements 
which handicaps oar manufactarers at every 
tar ; we bind the British manufacturer down

specifications as often to make it almosta 
foregdve conclusion that the contract must go 
to the Continent. All this is extremely uof. 
bat it ia characteristic of the policy of a 
cesive British Goveromenta in encouragirg 
oar foreign competitora. 

It is not, however, of this unfairness that 
wore complaining at present, but of the 
stopidity which goss with it, and which, if 
pereisted io, most bavethe moat effect opon 
Bgypt: Our Cairo Correspondent tella vs of 
the decision of the Bzyptian Government to 
admit officially Belgian ustural cement in 
speoifications for Goverament work. Now, 
Belgian natural cement is not cement at all 
in the proper sense of ths word. By this xe 
mean that the cement wiich is recognised 
by the engineers of the world as eisential 
for important work is of an artificial natare, 
containing certain definitely specified ingred- 
ients which have been szieatifizally treated 
according to hard and fast roley aud 
snbjected to severe tests. The only object 
in all this very necessary: care which is habi- 
toally taken ia specifying for coment is to 
redoce tos minimom the terrible risks entailed 
by asing badly mixed or improperly msde 
cement, the defects of which can only be dir- 
covered after the stuff bas been used and the 
damage done. 

Now, Belgien nataral coment is mixed by 
nataro, and the required ingredients may 
may not bepresent. At the best this stoff is 
absclately oncertain in quality. Soffice it 
here to say that all the world over wheroit has 
been osed it has created for itself a record 
of dissater to buildings and loss to osers 
which is absolately appalling. It would be 
‘an insalt to the onderatanding of the Egyptian 
Government to suggest that they are not aware 
that in the coantry from which it emanates— 
Belgiom—its, use for Government work is 
absolately prohibited, as strictly as we probibit 
the storiog of explosives in the centre of.citios. 
Ita inferiority is s0 thoroaghly recognised by 
those who handle it that the most elaborate 
means are taken to disguise its identity ir 
foreign coantries. These precautione are also 
dealt with in the article wo refer to above. 
And now this robbish, which is sold clandes- 
tinely elsewhere, with a British label on it to 
give it a fictitious ot respectability, ir 
admitted openly for ase in Egypt. It is placed 
on s basis of eqaality with the real and care: 
fally prepared article, and, of coarse,on account 
of its natare, will anderbid it. Sach a policy in 
a country like Bgypt, where hoge irrigatior 
schemes are the order of the day, and whare, 
consequently, the question of the quatity of thr 
cement nosed, is an unheard-of picce of folly. 
We should like to know on whose advice the 
Egyptian Government have done this.
